SUBJECTs General Willoughby's Files (200-7~212) 


1. ‘The purpose of this memorandum is to record as much background on the 
Willoughby papers as can be determined, to review the "I processing, and 
to serve ss a transmittal document basic to the establishment of the PY case 
file. 


2. The Willoughby papers consist of documents pertaining to Richard 
Sorge, and the Shanghal Municipal Police files. These documents sre numbered 
individually, but are for the most part. bound in volumes. 


3, This materiel was originally forwarded to Mr, Nobert Morris (Special 
Counsel, U.S. Senate Judiciary Committee), by Majer Genera’. C,4. Willoughby 
(Aasietant Chief of Staff, G-2, GHG, FEC) on 10 May 1981, The material was 
reportedly transferred to this Agenev at 2 later date through the General 
Counsel, and received in OS0 by hief, Adminiatration. 
STC/SIB became the custodian of tr 3 Mm to RI for processing 
and filing. 


4. ‘The material was delivered to RI in two (2) metal foot lockers, and 
ene (1) wooden box, but was removed and is housed in a single 4-drawer filing 
cabinet with a combination lock. ach foot locker carried the paint atenciled 
markings:

date, and es the RI/AN workload permits. At that time, detailed indexing of 
each document and ite contents will be accomplished. The transfer of material 
to other files will also be effected where considered advisable.
